SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Rodox58 Special Selection is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is solely devoted to explicit visual and textual depictions of men and 
women engaging in sexual activities. The artificial nature of many of the poses tends 
to degrade and dehumanise women models by presenting them as objects for male 
sexual use. This tendency is intensified in a number of full-page photographs showing 
women with ejaculate over their faces and torsos. In several photographs women gaze 
directly at the camera and appear to be offering themselves to the reader in a 
demeaning way. The storylines and the text also tend to demean women. 

However, the Classification Office does not consider that the degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning elements in these depictions are so strong that the availability of the 
magazine to adult readers would be likely to be injurious to the public good. The 
dominant effect of the magazine is of consensual and mutually pleasurable sexual 
activities. 

The provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have been 
considered. The classification decision is considered a reasonable and justified 
limitation of the rights and freedoms set out in si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
